Put a small knife switch in the center of the reflector for this antenna, 
and you can hear the difference in noise, DX, and radiation angle when 
you open and close it. I did this when I lived in Florida some years ago, 
and the effect was pretty striking. My 40m dipole was about 25-28 feet 
high in two palm trees, and I installed the reflector directly below it 
at about eye level. This made it easy to reach the switch, but you might 
experiment with the heights of both driven antenna and reflector and see 
the changes in feedpoint resistance and behavior. Today's antenna 
analyzers such as the MFJ-259B would make testing and measurements a lot 
easier to do. 


I made up this antenna on a whim one day, not even knowing about NVIS 
theory. I was trying to reduce the strong interference from European SW 
stations, and improve local communication with other Fla stations at the 
same time. The performance was beyond my expectations, and the change in 
antenna behavior was most impressive when the switch is closed or opened. 
Only later did I learn about NVIS, and what I had created by just 
stringing up a reflector beneath my existing dipole. 


Oh yes, I did use a balun made by Savoy Electronics of West Palm Beach, I 
think. It made a nice center insulator, was sealed and filled with helium 
to keep the Fla rain out, and it helped to keep the static drained away 
from all the Fla thunderstorms. Other than that, it was probably not 
necessary! ;-) ;-) 


I think I still have it in the closet here somewhere........... =*84) 


So give this idea a try if you haven't already. It is very easy to make, 
and experimentation is easy as well. I'm very glad to see this thread 
appear again on this list, as it has in the past from time-to-time. NVIS 
really does work! :-)

Isn't it amazing how a simple question to the "L" can take on a life of 
it's own? Man, I've learned more about design in the past 3 days than 
in several of the past years combined! "Mod"ing the MRX-40 for 80M has 
become a most interesting project and I am, indeed, making progress. My 
apologies for borrowing the name "MRX-80" for lack of anything better. 


Key activities so far: 


1) Modified the audio circuit to use the old tried and true LM386, as 
LM380-8's are scarce in these parts (I'm into instant 
gratification...ain't TechAmerica great?!?). Added a 10uF capacitor 
across pin's 1 and 8 to increase the gain to 200 and switched from an 
earphone to Walkman-style headphones (the LM386 was seriously 
overdriving the crystal earphone). 


2) Scaled the tuned-input circuit from 40M to 80M per prior appends 
(L=10uH, C1=220pF, C2=910pF). Encountered very serious BCI from 
39meters. Replaced the 10uF molded RF choke (from the junk box) with a 
wound coil at 10uH (23 turns 30ga. enamelled wire close wound on 
FT-37-63 ferrite toroid, which is 10.4uH, but is actually closer to the 
L needed for resonance). With better Q, BCI significantly reduced, but 
still clobbers the CW signals on 80M making them only about 1 or 2 dB 
above the noise. At the suggestion of Sam, AE4GX, removed the DC 
blocking capacitor, added a 3-turn primary on the toroid, one end 
connected to ground and one end to the arm of R4, and removed R1. This 
puts C1 & C2 in series (Ctotal = 177pF) and a parallel resonant (with 
L1) balanced input. Much impovement, and could copy several CW signals 
now quite nicely (still BCI from Radio Canada, RCI). 


3) Have dinked around with the VXO circuit, but so far am not happy. So 
far the best combination is L2=150uH with 2 1N4004 diodes in parallel 
and 2 XTALS in parallel. So far, I'm getting a 2-3KHz swing, but it's 
about 2KHz too low to work with the NOGA-80 transmitter. At one point, 
I had the MV104 working well, but messed something up, and have to retry 
that effort. 


4) I'm breadboarding the entire circuit. Initially I had the IC's in 
DIP sockets with VERY long legs (only ones available at TechAm!), long 
leads on all components, etc. Was getting very serious 
feedback/self/runaway-oscillation. Removed the DIP sockets, shortened 
all the component leads, but still had some feeback. Added a .01uF 
capacitor in parallel to C9 (the 220uF between the +6V and ground), and 
all the feedback and runaway oscillation went away. 


Many thanks to all of the responses, both in the L and off-line, 
especially, Sam Billingsley's (AE4GX), help.

Whether current flows down the outside braid of the coax or not obeys 
Ohm's law. If the antenna feedpoint impedance is low compared to the 
impedance seen looking back down the braid, the current will tend to 
flow into the antenna. If the impedance seen looking back down the 
braid is low compared to the antenna impedance, the current will tend 
to flow back down the braid. No rocket science there. 


What is not widely known is that the length of the transmission line 
affects what impedance is seen. The braid is almost always grounded 
at the transmitter/tuner. If the transmission line is a multiple of 


electrical half-wavelengths long, a low impedance will be seen looking 
down the braid. If it is an odd multiple of electrical quarter-wavelengths 
long, a high impedance will be seen looking down the braid. The VF of 

the outside braid is NOT the VF of the coax. The VF of the outside braid 
is more like the VF of ordinary insulated wire so 455/F is a close 
approximation to an electrical half-wavelength on the outside braid. 


If one doesn't use a balun or choke on a coax-fed dipole, one should 
make the coax an odd number of electical wavelengths long. Some people 
stumble upon this length by accident and report never having RF-in-the- 
shack problems.

Questions on QRP-L regarding the Ten-Tec "T-Kit" radios have 
seduced me to write up a report on my holiday field trip to 
Gattlinburg/ Pigeon Forge, and Sevierville, TN, the home of 
Ten-Tec. Those who are well familiar with Ten-Tec may find 
this a lil ho-hum, so this little ditty is for the rest of you. 


A couple weeks before Christmas, Phyllis and I, in order to 
combat the "Xmas blahs", loaded up the XJ and made our way 
down to the Smokies for a few days of r&r, book and bargain 
hunting, and "just plain foolish-ness" (ala Frank Zappa). 

In my opinion, there cannot be any prettier place to be during the 
holidays than the Great Smoky Mountains. There was a light 
snow on - just enough to make things look nice - down in 
Gattlinburg. The town was all lit up for the season, the crowds 
were small, and most important, the outlet shops and discount book 
centers were all eager to empty the years' inventory. Picked up several 
Linux and Spice books, and a nice Unix sys-admin book for next to nothing 
(currently trying to build Spice3f£4 on my Linux box, but I digress). 


On Friday, we drove a few miles up the road to Sevierville, out the 
Dolly Parton Parkway to Ten-Tec. It's a rather modest building - I 
guess they've been there as long as I can remember - 40,000 sq. ft., 
the familiar double T logo on the front, along with a tower and 
tri-bander and dipoles wired up to the rigs in the radio room. 

Walking in, I was greeted by a couple of employees whose names and 
callsigns I forgot (sorry), but I believe the gentleman who manned the 
computer against a wall full of qsls was Scott Robbins, W4PA... I'm 
not sure though. He pointed out the showcases, the used gear, as 
well as the T-T museum (yes, that's right) and the radio room. Suffice it to 
say that everyone that I ran into had a callsign, so it felt very comfortable 
to fire questions at them. It was a very cordial atmosphere. 

A lot of you have probably seen Ten-Tec's qro rigs at hamfests. Omni's, 
Delta's, Century 21's (my first real rig), Argosy's, etc. What you may not 
realize is that the molding, sheet metal work, pc board design and 
manufacturing, even transformer work is done in-house. There is a tool 
and die shop on site as well. Ten-Tec has been manufacturing enclosures 
for industry for a long time... but I digress again. 

The first thing that caught my eye, and my main reason for the visit, 
was the showcase of T-Kit products. T-Kit is actually a division of 
Ten-Tec devoted to kit building. There was the 1320/1330/1340, the 
1253 and 1054 regenerative receivers, the 1254 synthesized receiver, 


the wattmeter, ground counterpoise, transverters, etc. All nice looking 
stuff. 


My main interest of course was the 13xx QRP rigs, so I checked out 
the specs on the 1320, the 20m version. I guess my interest was 
sort of obvious, because someone came up to me and said "You know 
you're welcome to operate one in the radio room. Why don't you 
fire one up?". You don't have to twist my arm. I went into the radio 
shack, and there was just about every Ten-Tec gadget sitting there, 
ready to go. We found a DC line for the 1320, and the coax to the 
antenna. The audio filled the room. It has a nice receiver, easy to 
tune (about 40kc). Selectivity seems to sound like about 900 hz or 
so. The rig is a lil on the heavy side (2.25lbs.), but like someone else 
commented, you *xcould* very well drive your tent stakes with it. 

A straight key was already attached, but I noticed a familiar paddle 
wired to the Omni-VI+ across the room. Now I used to have 
a matching model #670 keyer for my Century-21 - a single 
paddle deal with a built in keyer. Low and behold, there was a 4607 
paddle, identical to my 670, sans the internal keyer. Lots of room 
for a TiCK circuit in there, and comes in basic black just like the 
13xx rigs (hint). It's not a cadillac, but is a nice paddle for the price. 
I could even envision it as an enclosure for a 38S or something. 

QSK on the 1320 was just what I expected from it - 
smooth... real smooth. How do they do that? Well, these guys have 
ESP or something, because someone again approached me and said, 

"Let me see if I can dig up the assy manual for you to look through". 
I spent the next several minutes reading over the book. 

After a qso on the 1320, I naturally gravitated over to the Omni-VI 
for one of those "I can dream, can't I" knob turning sessions. xVeryx 
nice radio, DSP, all the good stuff, KW amplifier attached, and - 
oops, sorry. It does QRP, however. A couple empty cq's on 40m... 
no luck. 


After collecting up all the brochures and spec sheets, as well as 
looking over the T-Kit hardware packs and enclosures, I walked 
out the door knowing full well that I would be on the phone after 
Christmas placing my order for a 13xx and 607 paddle. 

Glancing up at the Smokies, I theorized that one could feasibly walk in, 
buy a QRP kit, put it together in the hotel room, and head straight 
up Alum Cave trail to the Bracken cabin site at Grassy Patch for 
a little portable QRP. 

But I forgot to pack the sorderin' arn.

AGAIN", got on the air 'bout 0330, just one of those 
things, tuned around, thought my ANT fell down. Tuned around some more & 
heard a few non-Fox QSO's and an XE (Mexico?) calling CQ but that's all. I 
was using my Icom746. 


So what gives? 2 possibilites: 1. lousy band condx. 2. New G5SRV is lousy. 
Thoughts: 


40M: LOTS OF QRM & QRN Tonite and a pretty good touch of QSB. I've seen 
this before with my 40M sloper. 


G5RV: Worked ME, PA, OH, CA, TN at QRP PWR on 20 &/or 40. Worked NM QRO 
(50W). Almost worked Hawaii with my NorCal 40 @ ~2W. (Partial exchange we 
know we talked, no full exchange data to back it up). Heard South Africa, 
Romania and Mexico. 


Conclusions: The G5RV is only a few days old but the evidence mounts that 
suggests 40M is kinda funky, up & down...etc. Need more OP HRS on the G5RV 
to be sure. Time will tell. 


HOPING I DIDN"T WASTE $30 ON THE G5RV.

Last week, Dave Newkirk, WIVES, performed a high-end circuit simulation and 
analysis of the Fireball 40 "rev A" power amplifier circuit. Dave's 
excellent work (including description, diagrams and simulation plots) can be 
found on his website: 

http: //members.home.net/dpnewkirk/er/modern/£b40_amp/ 


Dave's analysis showed that we would should not be able to regularly achieve 
the "near 1W" RF output level stated in the FB40 manual. Even though our 
prototypes actually did put out around 800 mW, and one or two guys on the 
list were able to do this as well, there also were some who were having 
trouble getting anything near these levels. 


Well, taking advantage of the new "rev B" artwork spin for the next round of 
FB40 kits, our club elmers put together a new-and-improved RF amplifier that 
most assuredly will achieve the 1W level from the 20-40mW drive produced in 
the bare-bones FB40. In fact, W9VES had indicated some of the success he had 
analyzing an oldie-but-goodie output amp from Wes Hayward's "Ugly Weekender" 
transmitter project (QST for Aug 1981) ... so we went to that two-stage 
design! 


We prototyped the Ugly Weekender on the bench and had some marvelous 
results. We actually had to pad down the output of the FB40 in order to 
keep the UW amplifier from generating too much power! (First measurements 
that the FB40 designer WA2UNN did were at 6W!!) After checking over a few 
more ideas with W7ZOI on the phone, as well as getting his permission to use 
the circuit, we proceeded to put this amplifier on the FB40 rev B circuit 


board. 


So the good news is that when you get your FB40 rev B kit, it will have the 
pce artwork for you to drop in some standard components from your workbench 
to boost the 40mW power of the stock FB40 up to over 1W, guaranteed! 


MORE GOOD NEWS is that we arranged the pcb such that the FB40 transmitter is 
on one half of the board, and the UW amplifier is on the other half of the 
board. This means that you can use the amplifier portion of the FB40 pcb as 
a general purpose amplifier module on your bench or in another project! We 
even segmented the ground planes so you could easily cut the board in half 
and use either the FB40 Tx separately or the amplifier separately ina 
smaller box. Versatility deluxe! 


So, what this all means is that you'll have an ability to put extra 
components on the FB40 pcb to get you a good, solid 1-to-2 watt RF 
amplifier. (BTW the harmonics were measured more than 30 dB down ... pretty 
clean.) 


Oh yeah, I forgot to mention that the FB40 rev B circuit board is the same 
size as the rev A board ... just right for either of them to stack nicely 
with a matching Fireball Receiver currently in the mill. {Shhhh....¢ 


Thanks so much to Dave Newkirk, W9VES for the unsolicited circuit analysis 
and recommendation for using the Ugly Weekender amplifier scheme. And also 
thanks again to Clark Fishman, WA2UNN, designer of the FB40 project and 
derivatives; and to another Jersey club elmer Joe Everhart, N2CX for 
providing expert advice and recommendations along the way. 


FB40 rev B's will be shipping this coming weekend. And if you haven't 
ordered yours yet, or if you want to consider ordering another one even if 
just for the cool amplifier circuit options described here, there are plenty 
still available. Just see the NJ-QRP website for ordering instructions.

I just finished a homebrew version of the Norcal 40A. I used the Ivex 
Winboard program to lay out the circuit board and to my surprise it all 
works quite well. I used the schematic in the 1995 March issue of QRPp 
and I took my best guess winding a couple of the inductors. Could anyone 
with a manual (or an old parts list) tell me what T2 - the receiver 
bandpass filter and T3 - the IF filter transformer are supposed to be? 


Also, has anyone ever come up with a S-meter circuit for the Norcal 40A? 
I realize the AGC control voltage on the NC 40A is at its lowest when 
the incoming signal is strongest and also any S-meter circuit would have 
to calibrated with the RF gain control in a fixed position. 


I haven't made an enclosure for it yet so I've got lots of room.......

There seems to be a number of different directions you have all taken 
when launching antennas. Since I "wrote the book" on these antennas, 
QST, June 1995, I thought it might be good to check in with some 
advice. I have heard of a number of ways to hold the wire or whatever 
you're launching. 


It is really a matter of friction. You want enough friction to hold the 
wie steady and not enough to create appreciable drag on the line. Too 
much friction, too little distance -- too little frictionm no control! 
The first antenna and virtually all that have followed at W6TOY.3 used a 
plastic tumbler with the wire wound around it. (See QST for details) I 
moderated the tension by using a varying number of doublesided tape 
strips down the side to hole the wire. I found 3 to 4 strips were about 
right for launching wire over distances of 40 to 60 feet with a Whammo 
slingshot. Your results may vary. 


Of course it is important whether you are using wire or line. The same 
setup worked for me up to about 75 feet with fishing line leader at the 
new locatio. JI launched wire in the original antrenna because I was 
more interested in putting it up before I was seen and had no way to 
retrieve a leader line. Do what you want to launch your antennas, 
modified by the location. Don't forget about friction though!

the issue is transmission line behavior which is EXTREMELY strongly linked 
to current balance. Current flows in the shield but it must be equal and 
opposite to the center conductor to a) get the proper transmission line 
effects, b) restrict radiation. If the currents (center and shield) are 
un-balanced (as in .9a in shield and 1.0a in center) it is an indication 
that the coax is radiating and coupling to the antenna or to other metallic 
structures. This will cause pattern distortion, and impact the swr, 
antenna tuning, element lengths etc. 


This (feedline radiation) is not always a problem in and of itself. Some 
antennas actually utilize this effect, but as was pointed out yesterday, 
typically as a ham you want to isolate and control the variables associated 
w/ antenna and feedline so that when you adjust something like the element 
length, the results are predicable and the result of only one variable, 
else fields work (ant's etc) can get really confusing in a hurry.

Having face and eliminated the BCI interference with my PIXIE 40 I 
think that you can add one more simple MOD to the rig and eliminate the 39 
mtr BCI. Calculate a LC series circuit for the 7350 kHz frequency and put it 
across the input of the Rx antenna connections to the RF gain pot. If you're 
sharing an antenna and using the TX and Rx in xcvr mode then you can put 
this series trap directly across the end of the coax or tuner into the 


Rx/TX. 


I have been able to eliminate the 39 mtr BCI from my 40 mtr PIXIE 
and while working the PIXIE of 7040 kHz hear NO BCI. I did extend this 
filter to have three notch traps, one at 7.35mHz, 6.050 mHz, and 5.1 mHz. As 
you can see I had a serious problem plus local AM BCI. These are not just 
connected in parallel so don't try that but the single one can directly be 
attached. My PIXIE with my Longwire could hear everything HiHi. These 
foreign broadcasts have signals that are better than S9+50dB on the S-meter 
of my ICOM 756 so I know the PIXIE was taking a beating. 


If anyone would like to get the three notch filter design I'll be 
glad to email a graphics attachment or FAX it to you. This will show you how 
the three notch traps are connected related to the antenna, rig and each 
other. I'm seeing about a <2dB attenuation at 7040 kHz with it. The minimum 
attenuation is >22 db above and below 7040 KHz and >45dB in the notch areas 
+/- 20 kHz. I tuned my notches specifically for certain stations. My 
PIXIE40 @ 150mW has worked 12 states in a fairly short time. 


With your 80 mtr receiver your remaining problems should be solvable 
with the single notch trap.

Current does and must flow in the shield of a coax. What many forget is this 
flow in a properly matched and balanced systems is ONLY on the inside 
surface of the shield. It should be equal and opposite of the current in the 
center conductor. When the coax, which is an unbalanced system is connected 
to a dipole without a balun, which is a balanced system, then currents will 
flow on BOTH the inside surface and the outside surface of the shield. That 
flowing on the outside surface will radiate. To prevent this we can use 
either a balun to change the balanced antenna to an unbalanced input or we 
can coil a length of the coax at the feedpoint to form a choke to prevent 
current from flowing back on the OUTSIDE surface of the shield.

Cut the +8v trace feeding the RIT circuit Op 
amp going to pins 2 and 5 and add two 100K 
resistor as a voltage divider to these pins and 
one to +12v (your supply voltage) and one to 
ground. 

This will give you RIT of +4KHz to -0.7KHz. 

To add XIT you need a DPDT switch with center 
off position. One wiper of the switch connects to 
the new voltage divider at pins 2 and 5 (we will call 
this Sla). The other wiper connects to the original 
rit switch wiper wire, there is a 100K resistor 
connected from this wiper to ground (we will call 
this Sib). With the new switch one position is XIT 
and the other is RIT with the center as XIT/RIT off. 
With the switch in the XIT position the Sta N/C 
terminal for xit there is a jumper to the S1b N/O 
treminal and connected to the R18/D101 connection. 
There is a 100K resistor connected from the +12v 
to Sib N/C terminal on XIT. The Sia N/O on XIT 
terminal is not used.

Bob and the List; 


You are better off to feed a stealth wire with a manual tuner and there should 
be no coax between the tuner and antenna. The tuner ground terminal should go 
to a counterpoise wire (also outdoors if possible) or an "opportunistic" RF 
ground. Try to get the antenna and counterpoise wires outside, with as little 
wire as possible indoors or parallel to conduits and utilities. 


Automatic couplers (AKA tuners) for outdoor use are great (if you can afford 


one) . 

The coupler will allow you to get the wire and counterpoise up, out and away 
from the building. These tuners connect at the antenna feedpoint- be it 
whip, wire, or mast- so coax and perhaps a control line are used between the 
remote tuner and radio. 


A manual or automatic tuner (by automatic I mean the REAL kind which goes 
outdoors and not the coax only types in some import transceivers) is a must 
for getting a wire to perform on 1.8-30 MHz, and, is a must for getting the 
wire to work in new sites. 


One of many disguise antennas I've used was to take a lot of TV ribbon (or can 
be TV coax) and run it to the building roof (treating it as a radiating part 
of a longwire). For realism, the wire may be attached to a TV antenna on a 10 
to 30 foot mast. The TV antenna and both conductors of the ribbon are bonded 
so they are electrically one conductor. In some cases, my counterpoise (or RF 
ground wire) was a fake TV coax or fake telephone wire outside the building, 
appropriately attached. The two leads of the fake TV antenna wire go to the 
antenna terminal of a manual tuner; the counterpoise to the ground terminal.

In the March 94 issue of QRPp, Terry Young, KC6SOC wrote the following 
article. 


On receipt of my NorCal 40, I was very excited about the prospects of 
assembling something, a transceiver, that really worked. Like every other 
project I've taken on, I could not leave the thing stock, and felt the need 
to do a little customizing to make it my own. 

My goal was to get the rig to cover all of the CW portion of 40M from 
7.000 to 7.150 MHz. After consultation with my friend, Bob Warmke, W6CYX, 
and a bit of experimentation, I was able to achieve the goal. If you follow 
the directions below I'm sure you will be able to duplicate my results. 


1. Prepare the NorCal 40 for operation in the 7.100 - 7.150 portion of the 
band. Only 59 turns on L9, and change C49 from 39pF to 43pF silver mica. 
The change to 43pF will expand the tuning range of R17to about 48 kHz. You 
could probably use another pF to gain 50+ kHz if you wish. 


2. A trip to the junk box (surplus store) for some parts. I had decided to 
incorporate a 3 position slide switch into the circuit to allow shuntng trim 
caps across C50 and L9. The switch I selected was a Switchcraft unit, but 
any suitable switch will do. The trim caps were 8-40 pF units. Total cost 
for the modification: one switch = $.25, one silver mica capacitor - $.20, 
two trim caps - $.35 each, making the total $1.15 plus the time to do the 
mod. 


3. The front panel needs to be modified to accept the slide switch. I 
positioned my slide switch just above the RIT control pot, about 1/2 inch 
from the top edge of the front panel. I laid out a line parallel to the top 


edge. Using the control pot hole to establish center, two holes were 
drilled symmetrically about the center to mount the switch. A slot was then 
opened up between the center to allow the switch to reach all three 
positions. (I would suggest using a nibbling tool here, Doug, KI6DS). 


4. The trim caps I selected were mounted directly to the back of the slide 
switch. The switch was wired so that the extreme right position would have 
no connection, since this would be the high end of the tuning range, 7.100 - 
7.150. 


5. To wire the switch assembly to the PCB, I drilled two small (.030") 
holes. One close to the pads for C49 and C51, and one into the ground plane 
area just across from the first hole. (NOTE: These instructions are for 
the original NC40 board, check your Wilderness board for a suitable place to 
position the holes, KI6DS). 


6. Tune up was easy. the rig is first tuned to the primary range of 7.100 
with the VFO in full CCW position. Next the switch was placed in the center 
position, and the trim cap is adjusted to give a signal at 7.050 with the 
VFO full CCW. Finally the last trim cap is adjusted to 7.000 after moving 
the switch to the proper position. After replacing the covers I found that 
the range was pulled down about 500 Hz, so watch the band edges. 


The final tuning range of my rig is 7.000 - 7.044, 7.050 - 7.096, and 
7.100 - 7.148. I had fun, and expect you will too.

I sent my comments in also. Told them if they can't eliminate the code 
as a requirement then it should be no more than 5 wpm for everyone. 

Also told them that Physicians certificate should be removed from the 
form and any physical reason a ham can't listen to a code tape should be 
proven to to the VEC in person. Also commented that the electronic 
theory and operator knowledge should be increased via the license 
levels. Code is just another operating mode and is the main reason the 
hobby is dying off as the OFs die off with it. If the hobby is to 
survive in any viable form we have to change, come out of the dark ages 
and think of the hobby in general. The formost goal being to increase 
the number of hams holding a license. We are losing spectrum every 
month to commercial companies because we are losing our influence with 
congress and the FCC. Hams in the US aren't experimenting with new 
modes and are shying away from the UHF bands where we are losing the 
most opportunities for future amateur experimentation. Hams in europe 
and the far east are leading the way with research and technology in the 


UHF bands while we in the US are arguing over 5 wpm of code. If it were 
up to the FCC there would be no more amatuer radio and the spectrum 
could be sold off to baby monitor companies and security system 
manufacturers. Yes you guys worked hard to learn code at high speeds 
and there was a good reason for doing so, the world relied on Morse code 
and CW for communications. Well guess what, the world doesn't care 
about the code anymore, and as far as commercial use is concerned its 
dead. If the code is to be preserved as an operating mode then we 
should encourage new hams by showing them the advantages and fun of 
learning and using cw modes. Instead we use it as a barrier to 
discourage new hams from ever even being interested in advancing their 
knowledge of the HF bands. I got my technician license and never had 
any desire to move up because I was only interested in VHF and UHF. I 
was happy talking on the repeater and experimenting with packet and 
APRS. It wasn't until I met someone backpacking with a QRP rig that I 
became interested in CW. If not for that chance meeting I wouldn't be 
upgrading. Yes I'm learning 13 wpm and will use cw as another operating 
mode, but I would be happier if 5 wpm were the requirement for general. 
Well enough of this. Sorry I took up so much bandwidth.

You Always NEED a balun. Sometimes antennas work without, but a choke balun 
keeps the current from using the outside of the braid as a conductor (wee 
hope) and therefore helps keep the TXpattern in place. (And nearby objects 
of all kind helps to distort it). 

A choke balun: Make a nice coil of 5 to 10 turns with a 1' diameter 
(@80m's) and keep it in place with electrical tape, string or what you 
have. Don't make it into a single layer coil. It's impractical. Such a 
balun is easy to make, cheap and you dont loose your mW's in questionable 
(soldered?) joints. And it's reusable!
